you need a PC with the following components:

> An empty PCI card slot 

> At least 24MB of RAM 

> Microsoft® Windows® 98, 98SE, ME, or 2000 

Note: This Ethernet PCI Card provides the hardware you need to install 

networking capabilities on a single PC A complete Ethernet network 
requires a local hub, switch, or router, such as the iPAQ Networking 
10/100 Fast Ethernet 5- Port Auto Sensing Switch. This additional 
device provides a central connection point for all computers. 

Note: You will also need a twisted-pair Ethernet cable with an Fy -45 jack 
(purchased separately) to connect your computer to the network. 
This type cf cable is commonly a\ailable at computer stores. The 
maxi mum desired cable length is 100 meters (328 feet). Use 
Category 3, 4, or 5 cable for connection to 10 Mbps Ethernet or 
Category 5 cable for connections to 100 Mbps Fast Ethernet

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Installing the Product 


Overview 

Installing the product involves several steps: 

> Install drivers 

> Install Ethernet PCI Card 

> Connect Ethernet PCI Card to the network 

> Install iPAQ Networking software

Installing the Drivers 

1. Insert the iPAQ Networking CD into the CD-ROM. 

The iPAQ Networking menu should display automatically. 



Note: If the menu does not appear, select the Start button and choose 

Run. Type in "D\setup.€Xe" where "D\" is the location of your CD 
RCM diuaThen dick CK to start the iRAQ Networking menu. 
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2. Click Install Drivers O to start the driver installation 
software.

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Installing the Ethernet PCI Card 

The iPAQ Networking 10/100 Fast Ethernet PCI Card is made 
to fit into any available PCI slot inside your PC. Please follow 
the steps below to install. 

1 . Turn off your PC and disconnect the power cable to avoid 
electrical shock. 

2. Before picking up the PCI Card, touch the metal housing of 
the PC to discharge any static electricity in your hands. 

3. Remove the computer housing O from your PC to expose 
the internal circuitry. Refer to your PC user guide for 
instructions on opening the case. 
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4. Select a blank PCI slot and then remove the screw 0 and 
cover plate. Refer to your PC user guide for instructions. 



5. Pick up your Ethernet PCI Card and insert it into the empty 
PCI slot. © 

6. Reattach the screw © as needed to fasten the card to the 
chassis. 

7. Close the case on the PC and reattach the power cable. 
Refer to your PC user guide for more detailed instructions 
on closing the case. 
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Connecting the Product 

Now that you've installed your Ethernet PCI Card, follow these 
steps to connect it to your network. 



1 . Connect one end of the standard Ethernet cable (not 
included) to the RJ-45 connector on the card. O 

2. Connect the other end of the cable to a hub, switch, or router 
(purchased separately) that acts as the central co nn ection 
point for all computers on your network. © 

Making It Work 

1 . Turn on your PC. 

2. Wait for the operating system to start up. The system will 
automatically detect the presence of your PCI Card.

When you are finished installing the drivers and hardware, you 
are now ready to install the iPAQ Networking software. Please 
refer to the Software Documentation on this CD.
